_ Corina remained master of the situa- 
Hon, add isened a triumphant proclamation 
to nig soldiers, m which he praised their 
courage, and called on them again to fight 
off all interference in their affairs. He 18 
nhw the absolute master of Matamoros, 
and holds the fortifications the better to 
resist any other attempt of Ruiz or the 
Juaristas against him. i 

We learn from the Era of yesterday that 
during the fighting among the Mexicans in 
Matamoros, on the 18th, Maj, Gen. F. J. 
Herron, commanding U, States forces at 
Brownsville, dispatched the 20th Wiscon- 
sin, the 9 ith Ilinois, and five pieces of the 
Ist Missouri Battery across the river. All 
but tho 20h Wisconsin bivousoked on the 
banks, but this regiment wont up almost 
to the Plazn, and spent the night in front 
of the vesidguce of the American Consul, 
who, the noxt morning, was oscorted to 
Brownsvillo, together with a couple of mil- 
lion dollars in specie, belonging to Ameri- 
tans and the U. P, Government. 

When Gon Ruiz felt compelled to return 
to the Toxas side of the river, he was ao~ 
companied by a large number of his fol- 
lowers. Some two hundred of them, gays 
the Era, rotained their arms, which they 
delivered to Capt, Chas, Altman, Provost 
Marshal of the district, ag the command- 
ing Genoral could not permit armed foreign 
soldiers to remain on American soil, They 
were mos hospitably recerved by our 
troops, who sympathized with them in 
their defeat, which was owing to other 
causos than laok of courage,

The Galveston News has the following 
from its Shreveport correspondent. 

In a debate in the Federal Congress on 
the $3.0 exemption clauso of the Conscrip- 
tion Act, Wilson, of Massachusetts, said: 
“ I think we have in the army 600,000 men 
£00,000 effective soldiers. I do not think 
the rebels haye over 226,000, I have good 
reason for the belief. This rebellion will 
be crushed out by October. I do nat be~ 
lieve our army will be depleted of more 
than 15,000 veterans before July.” 

I quote this in order to show the strength 
uf -the Federal forces in the field. Yt will 
be seen from tho statement of the chair- 
man of the Military committee inthe Sen- 
ate, Wilson, of Massachusetts, that they 
have only about 400,000 effective men in 
the ficld at present. 

In reference to naval mismanagement, 
Hale, of New Tfampshire, said, ‘ there hag 
been a report of an argument furnished to 
him, made by Mr. Dickinson, of New York, 
in ulnch he gave facts, dates and figures to 
show a total want of intelhgence in the 
Navy Department in regard to the construc- 
tion of its engines for marine pw poses y 
that the veasels constructed by the present 
mode are falumes, and that $170,000,000 
have been uselessly spent.” Hale went on 
to say that though he wag not disposed to 
condemn without an inveshgation, he would 
neverthele:s, fianklv admit that something 
was wong. Many members participated in 
the debate, some defending, others con- 
demning the Navy Department, but all ad- 
mitting that blunders had been committed.

Icontinuodjbushwhacking thom untill fired 7 
shots, killing 4 and wounding 2, My horse was cap- 
lured abont noon, but I succeeded in capturing 
two, which amply repaid me At*nightI took six 
citizens with mo, and crawled up within ton steps 
of thoir pickets, and, on boing halted, fired and gr- 
dorod yny little pariy to oharge, but they, being 
olviliune, chargsd the wrong way, and * double 
quicked ™ in tho opposite direction. Next morning 
about 9 o'clook, on the return of tho onemy, I 
honded a party, and charged the reat guard of tho 
column while they were engaged in burning ono 
of their broken down wagons, We fired upon 
thom, when, patting spurs to thoir horses, they 
waa soon wut of night, Tits jrttle surprise 60 
alamod tho scoundrels, that thoy immadiately 
repuited it to thoiy commander, and on following 
them eight miles, we found tho'road blookaded by 
trees, and thoir reginionta drawn up in line of bat- 


tle.

We give below some of the acts whick 
have been passed at the present session 
of Congress. 

AN AUT to amend so much of section 
eloven of the Tax Law as requires 
one tenth-of the sweet potatoes pro- 
duced this year to be paid to tho

The Congress of the Confedorato States 
of America do enact, That so much of 
section eleven of An act to lay taxes
